Dishonesty of the Republican Cry of 
‘“Tampering,’’ Which May, How- 
ever, Cut a Big Figure in 
the Result—Campaign 
Planned.

New York, October 24.—(Special 
Correspondence.)—The republican leaders 
are complaining of apathy among their 
followers in this state, but there is cer- 
tainly no evidence of apathy among the 
republican managers and the regular work- 
ers, To al} outside seeming, they are 
just as hard at it and are working in just 
as deep earnestness as the men at demo- 
cratic headquarters, and certainly nothing 
could be more Jutense than the interest 
manifested there. The campaign is on in 
earnest and each hour is, increasing ia 
intensity. Here in the city it is certainly 
the one thing now most considered by all 
the people, and so far as surface indica- 
tions go, the interest is fully equal to that 
manifested in the municipal campaign last 
year. 

It would be a wild misstatement of the 
facts to say that the outward appearances 
about democratic headquarters indicate 
amy greater degree of enthusiasm than is 
exhibited about republican headquarters. 

At the outset all the hurrah was among 
the republicans. Roosevelt was going to 
eet 300,000 majority, and it would be use- 
less for the democrats to open headquar- 
ters, The republican prophets saw all 
sorts of trouble.in-@emeernatic ranks and 
Tom Piatt stimulated the talkers by his 
betting binffs. Then the tide turned. Tho 
demecrats did the hurrahing and talked 
of nothing lets than 100,00 majority for 
Van Wyck. If they were more modest in 
their claims as to the size of the majority, 
they were no less emphatic that it would 
show up on their side of the ledger. 

Have Settled Down to Business. 

Now, however, things have in a sense 
settled down and there is a truce to the 
wild claiming. Ecth sides realize that it 
ig going to be a hard fight and that noth- 
ing will be absolutely certain until all the 
votes thave been counted. The realization 
of this has stimulated them all the 
@reater energy and the safcst bet you can 
make concerning New Ycrk is that neither 
party is going to lose ay tricks—wittingly, 
at lecst. 

During the past few 
can campaign has received a decided stim- 
ulus. A new issue has been injected into 
the campaign, and just now it is having 
some effect. Thig is the cry that the re- 
publicans fave, with the assistance of 
Tom Pilatt’s bar association, raised against 
‘tampering’ with the judiciary. 

The “tampering” consisted in Croker and 
the other democratic leaders’ refusing to 
indorse the republ'can candidate for the 
supreme court judgeship, Judge Daly, who 
had been given the indorsement of the 
bar association. Judge Daly had posed as 
a democrat but was never an organization 
democrat, and the leaders could not see 
the necessity of accepting him simply bo- 
cause he happened to carry the indorse- 
ment of the bar association. 

So the cry of “tampering” with the judi- 
Clary is belng raised with great fervor 
by Candidate Roosevelt and is being made 
much of by the republican press for two 
reasons. First, they have novhing else. 
Their effort to make the campaign stick 
in the national issues rut has been only 
partially successful. There is a tendency 
to regard the Rough Rider side show as 
unworthy of a place in a serious campaien, 
and while Roosevelt has had crowds wher- 
ever he has spoken, the leaders see that 
they have been brought together s#lely 
through curiosity and that this sort of 
campaigning is not likely to bring yery 
substantial results. va 

Think It a Tender Spot. 

Then the republicans are confining them- 
selves to the juadgeship issue because they 
are wise enough to see that the judiciary 
is a tender spot with all the people and 
that however dishonest their cry of “tam- 
pering with the judiciary’ may be, it 
likely to have an effect with many who 
will never get at the true status of the 
Care. 

This was demonstrated in the presiden- 
tial campaign of 1896, where many a vote 
was lost to the democratic ticket throurh 
the republican cry that the income tax 
plank In the platform meant that if the 
democrats won the supreme court would 
be “tampered with,’”’ when, as a matter 
of fact, the democratic attitude meant just 
‘the opposite—that instead of “‘tampering,”’ 
the democrats were seeking to relieve the 
country of the evils of a “tampered” ju- 
diciary 

Now they are crying out that Croker fs 
trying to fix the judiciary. It is as dishon- 
est a cry as that raised ‘in the presidential 
campaign, but may ‘préve efficacious just 
as that did. But the cry has added di- 
version to the campaign and may in. the 
end prove one of those “little things” thet 
sometimes turn the politica] tide. 

The campaign is very young yet and it 
fs waxing hot. There is plenty 
of time for a number of these little things

The Normal Chances. 

I mean by this: The republicans count 
on a normal majority of 100,000 above the 
Bronx, and they feel positive that the dem- 
ocTrats cannot get a big enough majority 
in Greater New York to overcome this. 
Under ordinary conditions, this would seem 
| impossible, but the democratic leaders do 

not so consider it this year. They do not, 
in the first place, believe that the republi- 
cans will get anything like 100,000 majority 
outside of this big city. They believe that 
Van Wyck will make heavy gains in the 
other cities of the state, and they know 
that it is in the cities that the majorities 
are piled up. 

The republicans point to the fact—for it is 
a fact—that Mayor Van Wyck {1s a plural- 
ity, not a majority mayor and they argue 
from this that with the lines etrictly drawn 
Greater New York is little if any demo- 
cratic. 

From a purely arithmetic standpoint, 
basing the calculations on the vote in the 
first Greater New York municipal contest, 
this may be so; but as a matter of fact, 
it is not. With the lines drawn between 
democracy and republicanism, Greater New 
York is democratic. With the democratic 
party in control of the city government, 
this is unqueasgionably so. 

The Independent Element. 

Elections in this state are, however, 
won and lost through the placing of a great 
independent vote. This vote is composed 
of different elements—men who are inde- 
pendents from conviction, mugwumps, bood- 
lers of various stripes and the great German 
element, which, though normally republi- 
cen, is always fearlessly independent when 
ilasues relating to personal liberty are in- 
volved. 

Of these independent elements there is 
but. one class which Platt stands a good 
chance of securing for his purist candidate, 
Roosevelt, and that is the boodle class. 
He will of course have an immense cam- 
paign fund, and will use it. Men who can 
be bought he may secure, but it does not 
seem likely that Roosevelt will get a ma- 
jority of the mugwumps, though essential- 
ly a mugwump himself, nor of the profes- 
sional independents with whom he has 
trained so assiduously. The Times and The 
Evening Post, which are the recognized or- 
gans of these elements, are plainly dis- 
gusted at the way Roosevelt knelt to Platt 
to get his nomination, and they have punc- 
tured the pretenses of the Roosevelt man- 
agement in a way tuat shows they take a 
savage pleasure in doing so. 

As for the Germans, if there is a German 
in Greater New York or in any of the other 
cities of the state who is going to vote ior 
Roosevelt he stands an excellent chance of 
a life time job at Huber’e or some other 
place where freaks are popularly supposed 
to be congregated together. Of course 
Platt has been able to gather together a 
few who have becn trying to pose 43 a 
German repubiican committee—for a con- 
sideration—but that cuts no figure. 

Roosevelt and Parkhurst. 

~ Roosevelt’s -retten record as polfce corn 
missioner is of course responsible for this 
tendency of the Germans to vote against 
him almost to a man. To these people the 
name of Théodore Roosevelt is as much a 
stench to the nostrils as that of Park- 
hurst. The two men are of the same stripe, 
with this difference—Parkhurst is as he is 
from conviction; Rwvosevelt tried to play 
the reformer solely for the purpose of se- 
curing notoriety. 

The Raines law and Roosevelt form a 
combination calculated to drive to the op- 
position not only the Germans, but the 
other thousands of roreigners who could 
nothing criminal in their having a 
temperate glass of beer when they chose, 
especially when, under the law as admin- 
istered by Roosevelt, the rich men in their 
clubs were given every opportunity to 
make beasts of themselves through the me- 
cium of whiskies and wines that are not 
temperate, 

It is this vote which shrewd politicians 
belicve will prove the balance of power 
and will elect Van Wyck. °The men with 
their own money to bet are gambling that 
way. It looks now as if their judgment is 
right. The temporary setback given the 
democratic wave by the “tampering with 
the judiciary”’’ cry may hurt some, ,but it 
is not believed it can permanently divert 
the people from the other greater issues.

The republicans are trying to make their 
campaign solely on national issues, while 
the democrats would, if they could, make 
it solely on state issues. Neither is going 
to entirely succeed, for both classes of 
issues persist in pushing themselves to the 
fore. Which will in the end dominate is 
hard to say.

New York, October 2%.—The executive

McLaurin Appeals for Order. 

Governor A, J. McLaurin went to Harp- 
ersville last night and appealed to the 
whites not to molest the prisoners in the 
custody of the sheriff.

Prisoners Taken to Meridian.

Washington, October 24.—It is expectea 
that at today’s meeting of the peace com- 
missioners in Paris the American commis- 
éioners held out to their adversaries some- 

thing very closé to an ultimatum. 

The president is satisfied at last that the 
Spanish commissioners are purposely de- 
laying things. This is’ the belief of che 
American committee also. 

Up to the present the entire time of 
commissioners has been consumed in 
forts on the part of the Spanish to force 
the Cuban debe upon the attention of the 
commissioners against the firm. stand of 
the Americans. The latter have stated us 
positively as they could ‘that under no 
circumstances would they assume 
ereignty over Cuba involving any assuming 
of the Cuban debt, and the time hés now 
come when, in the opinion of the American 
commissioners, the Spaniards must be made 
to understand that this is final and con- 
clusive. 

So far, the American commissioners, pre- 
serving a firm attitude, have treated the 
Spaniards with the utmost courtesy -and 
consideration, allowing frequent postpone- 
ments of the work of the joint committee 
to accommodate the Spaniards, but now, 
probably at today’s meeting, without de- 
parting from their courteous treatment of 
the Spaniards, the American commissioners 
will find it incumbent on them to speak 
very plainly as to the intentions of 
government in regard to the matter of the 
Cuban debt and Cuban sovereignty as pass- 
ing over and beyond recall.

Witnesses from Both Regular and 
Volunteer Service Examined, 


CAMP «THOMAS — REVIEWED 


Oifcers Who Were at Chickamauga alt 
Heald by Commissioners, 


RATIONS WERE DECLARED ABUNDANT 


Evidence Shows There Was Ground for 
Complaint, but Gives No Sugges- 
tion That the Neglect Was 
in Any Way In- 
tended. 


Anniston, Ala., October 24.—The war in- 
vest.gating commission sat from 9 o'clock 
until 5:30 today and examined about a 
dozen witnesses, including a number of 
officers and men of the regular troops as 
well as a number of volunteer officers.. It 
is now expected that the commission will 
leave for Huntsville tomorrow. night. 

The commission began its session today 
with Major Otto H. Falk on the stand. 
He was the chief quartermaster of the 
First division of the Third army corps 
whi.e in Chickamauga park and now occu- 
pies the position of chief quartermaster 
for this camp. He said the most serious 
complaint in the early history of Camp 
Thomas was from the First Missouri, whose 
men claimed that their trousers were noth- 
ing more than rags and threatened to ap- 
peal to charity at home to supply their 
wants. There was a shortage in tents 
Which became quite serious at the time 
of the beginning of the rainy season. Pre- 
vious to that time men had slept under 
the trees and under their sheiter tents 
without complaint. Indeed, he said, there 
Was never a sufficient supply of tentage 
| and it was necessary to put six men in a 
tent. Continuing, he said the division thad 
never been completely equipped until the 
present time, especially in the matter 
of transportation facilities. He said, how- 
ever, that there had been no refusal fo 
honor requisitions. He thought upon the 
whole that there was too much red tape 
in the quartermaster aepartment. 

“I do away with it whenever I can. I 
have succeeded so far,” he said, “even 
though I sometimes violate reguiations.”’ 

Illustrating, he said he had to sign his 
name nine times in the process of paying a 
bill of $20. 

Dr. Onarles M. Drake, in charge of the 
general hospital here, and who was in 
command of the hospital of the First 
division of the Third corps at Chickamauga, 
was the next witness. He told or various 
improvements he had found it necessary 
to make in the hospital at Chickamauga. 


Tents Were Rapi ly Filled. 

“There was,’’ he said, “such a flood of 
disease that it was almost impossib'e to 
meet the demand for tentage and quite 
out of the question to anticipate it.’’ 

As fast as he would pitch new tents they 
would fill them up. He stated that the 
medical suppiies thad been ample from 
the beginning, but the nospital corps had 
proved inefficient as nurses. 

“They were, as a class,’ he said, ‘“‘the 
very worst material that could have been 
found out of which to make nurses.” 

However, he thought there had been no 
more serious results than discomfort to 
patients ecaused by the inefficiency of 
nurses. He was positive there had been 
no death from starvation or deprivation. 
Ten per cent of the typhoid cases of the 
hospital had died, and compared with hos- 
pitals generally, the percentage was phe- 
nomenaliy low. He was of the opinion 
that patients in this hospital received bet- 
ter attention than the average man in this 
country receives at home. 

Major David Vickers, who was inspector 
general for the Second division of the 
Third corps at Chickamauga, attributed 
the troubles in that camp to the shallow- 
ness of the sinks. He said aiso that some 
of the regimental officers insisted on mak- 
ing poor selections of camp sites, and in 
one instance a Mississippi colonel who had 
put his men in a swamp had@ insisted upon 
remaining on the ground; that Mississip- 
pians had_a natural affinity for swamps, 
Nevertheless, his men got sick. Major 
Vickers also complained that the @rinking 
water was poor. He thought the camp site 
unfit for so large an army, but so far as 
food went the privates were fed better 
than the officers. He said that at one time 
the beds of al] the patients were on the 
floor and there were some cases in which 
some of them were on the ground. Asked 
as to the competency of surgeons at the 
hospital, he said there was one man in 
the hospital whose proneness to profanity 
unfitted him for the service. This man 
wus Major Hubbard, surgeon of the Ninth 
New York. 

“His profanity was of a villainous char- 
acter. It was such,”’ 5ald Major Vickers, 
‘as to pretty neariy make me sick and 
I know it could not have had a pleasant 
effect upon patients.” 

Cuban Experience Recited. 

Lieutenant Colonel Bisbee, in command 
of the First infantry, told the story of the 
transportation of his regiment to Santiago, 
briefly describing the fighting about San- 
tiago and speaking of his experience in 
Cuba, of the return to Montauk Point and 
of the stay at that place and the transfer 
south. When asked if the landing at San- 
tiago could have been accomp.ished if op- 
posed, he replied: 

“Tne facilities were so poor that I think 
not. At least, I should say if I had been 
on shore no enemy would have been allowed 
to land. I cannot say how it was with the 
Spaniardads.”’ 

He said there was vonsiderable difficultv 
in getting food whi.e in froni of Santiago. 

“But we had enough,” said he. “If there 
had been more to eat the men would prob- 
ably have been sicker.’ 

He expressed the opinion that the only 
deprivation had been in not having proper 
food for the sick. They could not take the 
food in their condition, the said. He thought 
the ration contained too much fat meat for 
the climate. 

Colonel Bisbee stated that he and sixteen 
men were the only members of his regi- 
ment who had not been ill at some time 
during the Santiago campaign. 

‘It was impossible to secure medical sup- 


plies,’’ said the witness, “and if we had had 
them we could not have carried them. There 
is no doubt that the army was badiy brok- 
en up in that respect, and it did not get into 
shape promptly for some reason.’’ 

He said the men were just beginning to 
break in health when Santiago surren- 
dered and the capitulation came just at 
the right time. After the surrender of the 
city there was plenty for all to eat. Speak- 
ing of the Spanish troops, Colonel Bisbee 


said: 
| “I think about three-fourths of them 


| woud have enlisted with us but*for their 


home ties. They found that we were giv- 
ing sJhem better treatment than their own 
government did. I am satisfied their own 
officers were swindling them. The officers 
were fat and slick-looking, but the men 
ae ill and pale and apparently under- 


He did not believe there was a sufficient 
number of doctors in the Cuban camp. He 
thought the contract surgeons were capable 
doctors, but they were not familiar with 
army methods and did not know how to 
get the necessary medicines. Speaking 
generally of his Cuban experiences, he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the supplies had 
been as liberal as coula have been reason- 
ably expected. 

Colone] Bisbee said he had no complaint 
of the voyage nortan, The regiment was 
held at the detention camp for three days. 
He said, in reply to questions from Gen- 
eral McCook, that a distress signal had 
been put out for food while they lay out 
at sea, and when some vessel came along- 
side, he said he had called out to those 
aboard to bring them food. He stated in 
explanation that the food was wanted for 
the officers’ mess, 

“The men had enough,’ he said, ‘euch 
as it was—the usual constipating dose. 

After this and while at Montauk they 
got more tnan they needed. 

“We got it from the people, from the 
New York Relief Association and citizens. 
They sent us everything, inc.ud.ng whisky 
and champagne; far more than we wanted. 

He said he knew ef no deprivation at 
Montauk. 

“The raw recruits were howling to get 
into a house,” ‘he said, “but that was ali.” 

Major Dempsey, of the Second, reguiar 
infantry, covered very much the same 
ground as Colonel Bisbee. He said tbat 
his command thad never during the San- 
tiago campaign suffered for want of sup- 
plies. Men had sometimes at night felt 
the want of covering but not of food. Not 
more than half the men in the regiment 
were fit for duty at the time of the sur- 
render of Santiago, He had heard a doc- 
tor say that quinine and castor oil were 
the only medicines he could get. 

Major Dempsey said the only deficiency 
he discovered at Montauk was in Uhe mat- 
ter of transportation facilities which 
seemed ta be taxed. He had also heard a 
doctor say there were not sufficient cots 
in the regimenta] hospital for the aecom- 
modation of the sick. 

Other members of the two regiments >?f 
regulars stationed here who were examin- 
ed were Crptain Waring, of the First; 
Liectenant Lutz, of the Second; Quar .er- 
master Sergeant Katz, of the First; Pri- 
vate Feltus, of the Fi.s:; Quartermaster 
Sergeant Siahl,-of the Second, and Pri- 
vate Hounchell, of the Second. Ali testi- 
fied that while there was a deficiency in 
the rations issued, while the troops were 
in the trenches in the vicinity of San- 
tiago there was no real suffering on the 
part of the men on this account. For the 
rest, they expressed themselves satis 
fied that they had received as good atten- 
tion as they could have expected under the 
circumstances. 

Volunteers on the Stand. 

Colonel Bullard, of the Thi.d Alabama 
which had been statoned at Mobile pre 
vious to coming to Anniston, said his com 
mand had received ail necessary supplie 
and that the health of the command ha 
been good throughout. 

Colonel H M. Seaman, of _ the 
Wisconsin, complained that the 
his regiment had drawn at Camp Dougias 
Wis., including clothing, shoes and arms 
had been poor. He did not consider th 
men sufficiently well clad for the hars! 
weather and said they ‘had suffered some 
what on account of the recent cold, 

Colone]| James P. Fyffe. of the Thir: 
Tennessee, whose regiment had been en 
camped at Chi: kamauga Park as a part o 
the First division of the Third army corp 
previous to removal here, said the cOm 
missary supplies Hrd beer excellent in quo! 
ity and ample in quantity until within the 
past month. Colonel Fyffe said, in rep! 
to quest.ons, that a canteen had been main- 
tained in his regiment and that beer 1. 
large quantities had been sold at it. Mos 
of the receipts, amounting to $400 or 
per day of the carteen, were from beer. 

“Did you consider it proper for you 
regiment to maintain a genera] beer gar 
den for all the camp?’ asked Dr. Conne! 
reading from a letter as his authority. 

Colonel Fyffe answered no, but that th 
beer was there to be sOld. He denied tha 
beer was sold to be carried away excep 
to officers, and advocated the sale of bee 
at canteens a protection against mor 
serious indulgence in whisky He ex 
pressed the opinion that Chickamauga wa 
an excellent’ camp site, but he considere: 
the water supply bad as it was arranged 
“He thought the pipe iine should hav: 
been run to the camp from Crawfish 
Springs.

It 
Ss ‘ y On the part of the 
deputies to direct the affairs of their own 
house without the control-of the bishops 
The quest.on came up on a conference 
report on article 1, which recommended 
that the views of the bishops, on the man- 
ner of choosing members of the th of 
deputies, and on giving missionary depu- 
lies the right to vote, be accepted. The 
report Was warmly opposed. 

Mr. Francis Lynde Stetson, of New York 
argued that this Was a proposition to sur- 
render to the bishops the constitutional 
direction of the house of deputies. The 
Rev. Dr. McKim, of Washington, also -ar- 
gued that the deputies should contro}! the 
Organization of their own house. 

The house proceeded to the consideration 
Of the revision of the canons. There 
fifty-three in aH of these. At 1 
however, became apparent, in view of 
the many amendments Offered, that the 
matter could hardly be disposed of at this 
convention, and further consideration of 
the subject was indefinitely postponed. 

The deputies concurred in a resolution 
of the bishops providing for a committee 
of bishops, clergymen and laymen to con- 
sider the question of a permanent meeting 
place for the triennial conventions. 

Article 5, of the revised constitution, 
Was finally adopted as amended by the 
bishops. It relates to the formation of 
new dioceses. 

A resolution was adopted recognizing 
with pleasure the presence of the president 
of the United States at the ceremonies 
of the unvelling of the cross at the site 
of the proposed new Episcopal cathedral 
yesterday. 

Final agreement was reached 
both houses of the counc’! for 
cration of bishops for foreign lands, over 
which there was considerable difficulty, 
the matter being recast in such a manner 
as to be acceptable to the bishops.

LOST RECORD BOOK 


FOUND IN RIVER 


Mysterious Robbery of Courthoase in 
Baker County. 


THE DEED BOOK WAS STOLEN 


Captain of a Steamer Coming Up the 
River Discovered It. 


WAD BEEN THROWN INTO THE STREAM 


The Book Was Tightly Wrapped with 
Ropes and a Rock Tied to It. 
Records Will Be Saved. 


Al y, Ga. October 24. —(Special.)—The 
people of the little town of Newton, county 
seat of Baker county, situated on the west 
benk of Flint river, twenty-one miles be- 
low Albany, are talking about a myste- 
rious “obbery that occurred in the town a 
few nights ago and its remarkable de- 


nouement. 

On last Friday night, the 14th instant, the 
courthouse was broken open and entered 
by burglars, and on the following mormn- 
ing it was found that they had rans cked 
the building, going through many books of 
record and valuable papers. The most 
important of the missing articles was the 
county deed record bcok The volume 
contained information that couid not have 
been gathered together again even by years 
of labor and the expenditure of large 
sums of money. Its value to the county 
could not well be estimated in dollars and 
cents, and the county officials were @7 
great trouble, for it was agreed that the 
book had been stolen by some person or 
persons with a rascally purpose in view. 

On Monday morning last, waile the river 
steamer J. P. Williams was proceeding 
down from Newton to Bainbridge and Api- 
lachicola, Captain Buchannon discovered 
the lost volume. The point where he pick- 
ed it up wag about ten miles below New- 
ton, and it is not Known just how it 
could have drifted so far. So intent on 
its destruction were the parties who stole 
it from the courthouse that they had tied 
it up very tight with strong tcords and 
weiginted it down with a heavy stone. It 
was in that condition when picked up by 
Captain Buchannon, but so strongly had 
the cords been drawn and so thick was the 
binding of the volume that its pages were 
practically uninjured. The supposition is 
that when thrown into the river at New- 
ton the rope to which the rock was at- 
tached caught over a floating log, as 
there were many in the stream at the 
time, the waters being high, and after 
ficating down a distance of ten miles it 
became lodged.

of the most prominent members of the 
committee as a permanent council to the 
governor, 

This eouncil will meet General Wood 
thrice a week to consult as to improve- 
ments in the province and one or more 
members may go different points to 
consider local applications for office. The 
members of the council will receive sala- 
ries, though the amount has not yet been. 
decided upon. Probably the position will 
be more of honor than of profit. 

One of the four matters to be considered 
by General Wood and the advisory council 
will probably be the reorganization of the 
police force of the province, General Wood 
intending to enlarge4t. His idea is to make 
the entire police force one semi-military 
organization under command of an inspec- 
tor. general with the rank of colonel, hav- 
ing headquarters at Santiago. There will 
be four inspectors, With the rank of major, 
with headquarters at Santiago, Guantana- 
mo, Manzanillo and Holguin, and sub-in- 
spectors With the rank of captain at im- 
portant places, smaller places having lieu- 
tenants. IMhe whole service will be thor- 
oughiyv drilled. The mounted police will 
be armed with carbines and revolvers, and 
the — constabulary with machetes and 
revolvers.

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The Evolution of the Republic. 

Since the matter of territorial ex- 
pansion is now uppermost in the publ.c 
mind we may revert with some interest 
to the gradual progress of development 
which has taken piace in our national 
affairs within the past one hundred and 
fifteen years. This comparatively short 
period of time covers the entire range of 
American history from Yorktown to 
Santiago. 

When the _ revolutionary struggle 
closed with the success of the colon.al 
arms under Wasaington, in 17838, tne 
government which emerged triumphant- 
ly from the smoke and turmoil of that 
protracted conflict included the states 
of Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
nécticut, New Hampshire, New York, 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, ’irg.nia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Georgia. 
These thirteen original states were 
strung like beads upon the Appalachian 
chain of mountains extending along 
the Atlantic seaboard. They embraced 
only $27,844 square miles of ‘erritory, or 
barely one-fourth of the present area 
of the country. Under the terms of 
the original charters the territory of 
these thirteen original states extended 
properly to the Pacific ocean, but on 
account of complications and embar- 
rassments of one kind and another 
which sprung up in the course of events, 
including French and Spanish claims 
to the Mississippi valley lands, the ex- 
treme western confines of the young re- 
public were fixed upon the banks of 
the Mississippi river. But years elapsed 
before the forces of civilization began 
to drift from the shadows of the moun- 
tains in whieh they first sprung into 
life. We can satisfy ourselves on this 
point by consulting some of the early 
maps which reveal the elongated but 
exceedingly narrow dimensions of the 
country during the first twenty years 
which succeeded the revolutionary strug- 
gle. 

Our first annexation of territory dates 
back to 1803, when Jefferson purchased 
Louisiana from Napoleon. This immense 
strip of land included nox less than 
1,171,931 square miles. Louisiana had 
been ceded from France to Spain in 1763, 
but subsequently Spain had restored the 
tract to Freice. Both powers sought at 
different times to restrict the erowth of 
the young republic and to prevent emi- 
grants from crossing the M/ssissippi 
river. We have good reason to be- 
lieve that Napoleon contemplated giv- 
ing the young republic some trouble 
over Louisiana, but apprehending trou- 
ble with England and being in need of 
ready money, he decided in sheer des- 
peration rather than in shrewd diploma- 
cy, to part with Louisiana for the sum 
of $15,000,000. Of this amount $3,750,- 
000 corsisted in the assumption by the 
United States of the claims of Ameri- 
eans against France for goods despoiled 
upon the seas. There was some op- 
position to the Tonis:ana purchase at 
the time, but in v'ew of the vast ex- 
tent of territory gained at comparatively 
little cost and in view of the constant 
menace tO our progress overcome bv 
the acquisition of this strip, we could 
not have acted with greater wisdom or 
statesmanship than we did, and todav 
the Louisiana purchase is reckoned 
among the brightest of our nationa) glo- 
ries. Included within the bounds of the 
Louiseana purchase are most of the 
states and territories occunving the 
great western area of the Mississippi 
val'ey and the vast tracts of the ex- 
treme northwest. 

We next increased our national do- 
main hy the annexation of F'or'da in 
1819. We ought to have secured Florida 
under the terms of the Louisiana pur- 
chase. We labored under the imovres- 
sion that Span had ceded Fiortda to 
France and that France in turn had 
ceded that reninsvla to us, but we 
found on trying to se'tie Florida that 
euch was not Snain’s idea. Dip’omitic 
mpegotistions threatered to precinitate 
international difficuit'es, but eventually 
the affair was peaceahlv adinsted hy 
Spa'n’s aere-ment to relinquish Florida 
for $5.090.900. ‘This sum was paid by 
the United States in the assumption of 
claims for that amount preferred hy 
Americans against Spain. With the 
annexation of F'orida 59.268 square 
miles were added to our national do- 
min. 

Our next extension of territory came 
from the aeanisition of Texas in 1845. 
In 1836 Texas achieved her tnde- 
pendence of Mexico in one of the 
bravest strig¢g'es of mcedern times, and 
in 1827 apnlied for admission into the 
American wn'on. E’ght years of pro- 
tracted diserscion in congress followed. 
with the resi!t that Tavace was adm'‘tted 
in 1245. thns edding 276.123 square m'‘les 
to the territory of‘the countrv. With 
the annexation of Texds in 1845 trouble 
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arose between Mexico and the United 
States over the disputed boundary line, 
and what is known as the Mexican war 
ensued. This struggle was eventually 
terminated by the treaty of Guadaloupe 
Hidalgo, in which Mexico eed to 
abandon the fight and to cede to the 
United States 545,783 square miles of 
land on the payment of $15,000,000 and 
the assumption of claims amount- 
ing to $3,250,000. In 1853 the 
United States arquired from Mex- 
ico what is known as the Gadsden pur- 
chase, covering 45,535 square miles of 
land. This gave to the United States 
the unbroken possession of the entire 
continent from ocean to ocean and from 
the lakes to the gulf. In 1867 we ac- 
quired Alaska from Russia at the cos? 
of $7,200,000. Russia claims that her 
ceded possession wag worth vastly more 
than the sum stipulated and that noth- 
idg could have induced her to part with 
it at that sum but her friendship for 
the United States. With the annexation 
of Alaska we acquired 577,390 square 
miles of territory. When the American 
flag was raised over Hawaii several 
months ago, in response to the entreaty 
of that archipelago, we acquired 2,000 
Square miles of territory, and. again, 
when Porto Rico was recently annexed 
in cOnequence of the late war with Spain 
We added 3,500 square miles to our 
Hational domain. Before we have fully 
gathered the harvest which is now 
ready for the sickle we may be in pos- 
session of Cuba and the Philippines, but 
enough until that time comes. 
_Recapitulating we find that we have 
made the following acquisitions since 
achieving our independence: The Loui- 
siana purchase, 1,171,931 square miles 
in 1803; Yhe Florida purchase, 59,268 
square miles_in 1819; the annexation of 
‘Texas. 376,1 square miles, in 1845; 
the Mexican cession, 645,783 square 
miles, in 1848; the Gadsden purchase, 
45,535 square miles, in 1853; the Alaskan 
purchase, 577,390 square miles, in 1867; 
the Hawaiian annexation, 2,000 square 
miles, in 1898, and the Porto Rican an- 
nexation, 3,500 square miles, in 1898. In 
the aggregate our acquisitions of terri- 
tory since 1783 foot up 2,801,540 square 
miles, which, added to the original area 
of the national domain—827,844 square 
miles—makes the present area 3,629,384 
square miles. We_have not included 
in this table of acquisitions such is- 
lands as Guam and others, as they add 
but little to the area of the country, al- 
though important in other respects. 
Thus it appears that our national his- 
tory has given practical exemplication 
to the policy of expansion, and in the 
light of the past, we will perhaps en- 
counter little difficulty in discovering 
the pathways of the future. Every slage 
of our progress has been challenged by 
opposition, but who would go back 
along the track of the century and repu- 
diate the wisdom of any one of our 
acquisitfons? We must move with 
the progress of the world; we cannot 
afford to stand still. If destiny forces 
us out of the restricted limitations 
which we have prescribed for ourselves 
we must cheerfully accept our lot. We 
are not the insienificant people which 
we were one hundred or even fifty years 
azo: we are one of the greatest powers 
on the globe, and we cannot shrink from 
the responsibility which our prestige 
confers upon us. In the name of Chris- 
tianity, civilization and democracy we 
must gird up our. loins and proceed 
upon the mission which lies before us. 
In the spirit of progress we must grap- 
Ple with our problems. 
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Moyor Collier’s Veto. 

The veto of the Consol.dated fran- 
chise ordinance, recently passed by the 
city council, by Mayor Collier is one 
of the most important acts of his ad- 
ministration. 

During thee conflict between the At- 
lanta Street Railway Company and the 
Consolidated Street Railway Company, 
which took place before a council com- 
mittee, it was made strongly evident 
that the time had come for open com- 
petition in the franchises of the city. 
The greatness of the issues at stake was 
such as toattract the attention ofall the 
people of the city, and there was but 
one voice. which was that the city coun- 
cil should act in the interest of the 
whole people as capital was abundantly 
able to take care of itself. 

In the ordinances which finally passed 
the city council, whi'e the principle of 
competition was fully acknowledged, 
there was yet a discrim'ination made 
by which the Atlanta Street Railway 
Company w%s bound to condit'ons from 
which the Consolidated was free. The 
city, for instanee, reserved the control 
of fares and insisted upon transfers from 
the Atlanta Street Railwav Company. 
while it exempted the Consolidated from 
these requirements. Upon reading them 
together Mayor Collier observed the 
inconsistency in the two ordinances. 
Therefore, while he approved the At- 
lanta Street Railway Company’s fran- 
chise, he has returned the Consolidated 
ord‘nance to the city council accompa- 
nied by his veto. 

The reasons set forth by Mavor Col- 
lier are so plain and to the point that 
thera is hardly a necessity for amplify- 
ing them. The franchises sought be- 
lonved to the peonle. Capitulists de 
sired to obtain them because they are 
valuable, and it is but just to the peo- 
pie that their own rights in the prem’ses 
should be protected. An onen fie'd and 
no diserimination must be the policy of 
the future. 
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A Dishonest Cry. 

The hue and cry raised by certain 
corporation lawyers against the dem- 
ocrats for failure to indorse the nomina- 
tion of Judge Daiy in New York is as 
d.shonest as the other cries to which 
the republicans have resorted in the 
hope of attracting votes to their ticket. 

There are several lawyers in New 
York who regard themselves the chosen 
representatives of the entire profession, 
and these are allowing themselves to be- 
come the tools of Platt in this effort to 
m.siead the people as to the true meaning 
of the democratic failure to indorse 
Judge Daly. The protest ostensibly in 
the interest of an independent judiciary 
ig not that at all, but is simply an ef- 
fort to aid in the election of the republi- 
can ticket by diverting the attention of 
the people from the real issues of the 
campaign. 

The men who were most prominent in 
the mass meeting engineered by the re- 
publican bosses through the Bar Associ- 
ation, were all well-known corporation 
lawyers, and if anybody were seeking a 
corruptible judiciary it would he the 
elements which these men represent. 
There was much talk of the necessity of 
“preserving the judicgry inviolate” and 
all that—all of it good talk, and of value 
when needed, but in this particular in- 
stance it is not an honest cry. 

It will be noted that at no stage of 


the proceedings did those Who inveighed 
against Mr. Croker accept the challenge 

which he had thrown down to them. 

In a formal] statement given to the pub- 

lic Mr. Croker said: 

The supreme court bench of this depart- 
ment is respected throughout the state 
and ccuntry for its ¢airnessa, its honesty 
and its ability. And in that connection, 
it shevid be remembered that with but a 
sifigle exception every one of the twenty- 
two judges of that court were nominated 
by this organization, and elected to their 
present positions by the efforts of its mein- 
bers. And I now citailenge any judge 
ever elected through the efforts of this 
orgenization to furnish a single instance 
where he has been interfered with in the 
impartial discharge of this duties by even 
a singie suggestion from me. 

No attempt whatever was made to re- 
ply to the statement or to refute it. The 
challenge was fair, and if it could have 
been met, that meeting was the piace 
to refute it. But not a word was said. 

Another phase of the matter was pre- 
sented by Judge Gay#er, who, while he 
thinks that the democrats made a m:s- 
take in not renominating Judge’ Daly, 
calls attention to the fact that two years 
ago the terms of Mr. Pres.ding Justice 
Brown and Mr. Justice Ciement expired 
here in the second judical. department. 
The democrats renominated them, but 
the republican convention refused to 
unite in retaining them on the bench 
and they had to get off. One year ago 
the term of Mr. Justice Bartlett expired. 
The dempcrats renominated him, but 
again the republican convention refused 
to unite in retaining him on the bench 
and nominated its own candidate. 

There is plenty of other testimony 
showing that wherever the has seen 
chance of electing a republican Platt 
has very carefully avoided the indorse 
ment of a democratic judge, no mat- 
ter how faithful and efficient that judge 
may have proved or how long he has 
held his office. Other instances of fla- 
grant injustice to good judges in order 
to further the interests of his political 
henchmen are cited against the republi- 
can boss, who is, of course, the in- 
spring genius of these protests 
against “tampering” with the jud-ciary. 

The outcry raised because of the fail- 
ure to indorse Judge Daly may have 
a temporary effect upon New York poli- 
tics, but it cannot bring permanent hurt 
to the democratic ticket. It is a dis- 
honest cry, and the people hate dishon- 
esty.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


There are few people in the United States 
who have any realization of the extent to 
which Kangaroo hides are used in this 
country. We are relably informed that last 
year there were 400,000 kangaroo skins re- 
ceived in New York, and that 80 per cent 
of this large number were tanned in one 
large establishment in Newark, N. J. Most 
of the hides used in this country come 
from Australia and New Zealand, where 
the kangaroos are killed some 35) miles 
back from the coast and shipped from 
Meitbourne, Sidney and Neweastle, Aus- 
tralia, and from Masterson, in New Zea- 
land. Prior to 1859 Kangaroos were killed 
and eaten in Australia and their hides were 
cut up and made mostly into shoestrings 
and belts. But an “nglishman named 
Brown in that year mdde some experiments 
Which resulted in his discovering the re- 
markably tough character of the leather. 
and he brought several hundred hides to 
America aS a speculation. He tried hard 
to sell the skins to various tannersa, biit 
they were shy of the novelty, and he at 
last had to sell them at a sacrifice to a 
New York bookbinder. The latter mer- 
chant made triangular corner pieces for 
ledgers and commercial books out of the 
skins and thus ascertainee@ the good quali- 
ties of the leather. One of these books got 
into the hands of the proprictor of a lurge 
Newark tannery, and h's attention was at 
once attracted by the peculiar appearance 
of ‘e leather binding. He made some ex. 
reriments with the skin and feud that 
it possessed a remarkable’ tenaciousness 
end compactness of grain, which prevented 
it from absorbing water, while the acids in 
blacking met with an almost impe-\ious

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
Monuments at Gettysburg. 


Editor Constitution—In the very interest- 
ing account given in yeur columns by Colo- 
nel Hemphiil of his visit to Gettysburg not 
long since I observe;:that he urged upon 
the states and people ot the south the pro- 
priety and duty of erecting monuments on 
this fleld to the confederate soldiers. 

As the confederate representative of the 
Gettysburg national park commission, I 
am delighted at this awakening of inter- 
est in the south on that subject and I am 
sure that my colleagues on the commission 
who fought on the union side in this battle 
are no less pleased than myself. 

Over four years ago our commission ad- 
dressed a communication to each of the 
governors of the southern states that had 
troops in this battle in which we urged 
the importance of their having appoinced 
and sent. here commissioners on behaif cf 
their respective states, these commissioners 
to be, if possible, old soldiers who fought 
here, to assist us in locating accurately 
all the confederate positions and move- 
ments, with a view to their being marked 
and commemorated by durable tablets. 

We received courteous answers 
some of the governors, but no state iook 
any action e@xXcept Louisiana, which sent 
here a commission of excellent gentlemen— 
old soldiers—who were of great assistance 
to us in fixing and marking on our battie- 
field maps, With absolute precision, the po- 
sitions and evolutveng of every Louisiana 
command in the battle. 

We have oOurseives, with such aid as we 
could secure trom other veterans visiting 
here and from vyarious other sources cof 
informallon, succeeued in Hxing with rea- 
Suliable 2ccuravy the positious OL all COn- 
feueraie cOlWuanas aud their MOvVeMenis 
on tne Heid 80 as to mark them correctly on 
our Maps, 

1 say “Mark on our maps,” because to 
mark them on the ground by tabie.s or 
monuments requires .nat the title to that 
ground be first obtained, and “therevy 
hangs a tale’’—a ta.e which every southein 
man who feels impatient at the siowness 
with Which confenterace lines and positions 
are being marked here should inqu.re into. 

I will not eniarge greatly on tnat point 
now. Suffice it to say briefly that a syndi- 
cate Of land specuiatore has bought up 
large areas of land on this field, and es- 
pecia.ly on the confederate side of it, and 
are holding them at prices so exorbitant, 
viz: $400 an acre for land not worth $25, 
that the secretary of war and ourselves, as 
his agents, feel that fidelity to public duty 
compels a refusal to pay them, even if the 
appropriations were sufficient to meet such 
exactions, This is the real reason why 
greater progress has not been made in dc- 
veloping the confederate side of this bat- 
tlefield, and I w.sh all my oid comrades 
of the confederate army who fought iere, 
as I did, not to forget what I say. 

It Is not the fault of the government of 
the United States, whose purpose in estab- 
lishing the national park here was to make 
of this battlefield an everlasting memorial 
of honor to American heroism on both 
sides, nor is it the fault of our- northern 
fellow countrymen whom we fought here, 
for I find they are ail proud of the valor 
of their southern brethren as displayed 
here and are anxious to see our side of 
this field decorated with handsome and 
permanent monuments, that the whole 
thrilling story may be told. 

The real hindrance for the present to 
the progress of this noble purpose is that 
the speculators I have alluded to; hold 
largely the confederate lines and fighting 
ground on this field and are trying to in- 
duce ‘“‘Uncle Sam"’ to pay them enormous 
prices for it. Being a plain, blunt man, I 
tell my fellow confederates about this, and 
very likely I may encounter hostility for 
laying bare unworthy designs; but duty de- 
mands it and therefore I speak. 

Let it be borne in mind that the very 
first step toward putting very many con- 
federate monuments on this field is to solve 
the problem of securing title to the lands 
Whereon they must be placed. 

At this very time our commission, under 
direction-of the secretary of war, is try- 
ing to get title to the land oun Seminary 
ridge ‘whereon ¢he main confederate line 
for over two miles in length (al) of Hill's 
and half of Longstreet’s corps), was sit- 
uated on the second and third days of the 
battle; and to secitre said tand we have 
been compelled to go into court with a 
petition for condemnation of the same, and 
the case thas been kept ‘hung up in court 
for a year and a half, and stil: ig so. by 
continuances on behalf of our adversaries, 
the syndicate afdresaid. That land em- 
braces the ground whereon the heroic col- 
umn of the third day was ofgzanized and 
began its advance on that final charge jed 
by Pickett, so magnificent and yet so trag- 
ic; and when I mention the fact that this 
celeprated part of the confederate line is 
still practically inaccessible except on foot 
and by climbing fences through briars and 
thorns, there being not so much as a cow 
path over it, and all this by reason of the 
obstruction which the aforesaid syndicate 
owning this land ‘thave caused, so that we 
could not even make a road to it, the world 
may begin to guess why the cunfederate 
lines and positions here remain yet imper- 
fectly marked. 

Those portions of the main confederate 
battle line, something over two miles long, 
lying on land which we have been able 
to buy, are not being neglected. That line 
which ran over rugged ground, that made 
it difficult of access and oOnpservation by 
Viskors and tourists. has been accurately 
marked throughout its entire course by a 
Teiford avenue twenty feet wide construct- 
ed in the most substantial style, being the 
most beautiful avenue on ¢his field, which 
Is equivalent to my saying the must pveau- 
tiful on any battlefield in the world. Alone 
it the posi.ions of batteries are indicated 
by iron tablets with insecriptiows and also 
by mounted guns of the same class and 
caliber as those which composed each hat- 
tery. Colonel Hemphill a@usisy found his 
battery, “The Troup Artillery,” there in 
the exact position where it was in the bat- 
lie and where he was so seve rely wounded 
while directing the fire of his guns against 
the peach orchard, Moreover, we are plac- 
ing neat and durable iron tablets of ample 
dimensions on trun pi.lars ayong this ave- 
nue to mark the position in the line of each 
division, brigade and regiment of infantry 
with appropriate inscriptions briefly de- 
scribing their respective movements and 
achievements in the battle and referring 
to other auxiliary tablets marking tne suc- 
cessive positions each attained to and oc- 
cupied on the field in the various: stages 
of the great conflict of arms. oe 

This same pian will ve carried out itn 
regard to all che confederate lines and po- 
sitions as rapidly as the needed jands ean 
be Secured. In short, if congress shai] ap- 
propriate the moneys necessary to enabie 
the war department to push forward Its 
Plans here, my confederate comrades mav 
feel assured that in the near future cane 
story of their valorous deeds Wiil be 
clearly recorded an this field. if not 
With costiy monuments, at least with 
ihemoriat taMmets which will last for ages 
Afterwards When our southern states be- 
come rich, as they will, they can replace 
these tablets with monuments more wortny 
of their heroes. : 

The national government took hold of this 
field mainly for the purpose of ascertaining 
preserv.ng and marking the {ines and pose 
tions of its regular troops, and also espe- 
Cilally of the confederates; but its efforts 
are directed principally to obtaining the 
necessary lands and marking lines and posi- 
tions with durable tabets, and the con- 
struction of suitable roads and avenues. 
that the field, rugged as it is, could he con- 
veniently traveled over by those who wish 
to see and study it. The erection of mon- 
uments must be left to the yoluntary ef- 
forts of the states and people specially in- 
terested in each.

Mr. Woodruff on the Veto. 

An effort Was made to see Mr. Woodruff 
yesterday afternoon in reference to the 
mayor's veto of Consolidated grants 
but ‘he had left tne city. The following 
interview with him, however, which ap- 
peared in an afternoon paper, was author- 
ized, according to statement of Mr. 
Hurt last night: 

“I am not surprised at the action of the 
mayor in vetoing the franchise of the 
Consolidated company. I have believed 
sinee the filing of the application by the 
other company that the whole movement 
was intended to coerce our company into 
issuing transfers and to up the 
other company. 

“As I have suspected, a 
cry is Made now about the 
which the committee saw fit to make in 
the grants to the two companies. and T 
predict that the mayor's veto will fol- 
lowed in a short while request from 
the Atlanta Railway Company to have re- 
moved from its franchise the very condi- 
tions which it voluntarily assumed in mak- 
ing its application, and which were inten’- 
ed to give it preference with the committee 
considering the applications of the two 
companies. Having now secured the fran- 
chise, the next move would be to play the 
‘baby act’ and apply for relief from the 
objectionabie features, which, if granted.

“It is also quite noteworthy that the 
mayor, who has taken a most peculiar in- 
terest in this franchise for the Atlanta 
Railway Company, is vice president of a 
bank in the city which, it is reported, has 
a large amount of money Invested in secu- 
rities of the Atlanta Railway Company, 
and has been anxious to dispose of them 
for a long while. 

“It is quite strange that although the 
mayor was with the cemmittee considering 
these applications for franchises from time 
to time during the deliberations on the 
subject, that he made no objection, so far 
as I] am informed, to the terms appearing 
in the committee’s report, until after the 
council and aldermanic board had acted, 
and the franchise to the Atlanta Railway 
Company had been approved by him. 

“The plea which the mayor puts in his 
veto, touching the compensation for the 
Mitchell street viaduct, and no compensa- 
tion for Nelson street bridge, is the merest 
subterfuge. The Consolidated company first 
applied for tne Mitchell street viaduct, 
and is willing to pay a liberal amount to 
cross it. but knows too well the difficulties 
and dangers which will result from two 
companies operating over the same tracks. 
Hence it is a question, if after having been 
deprived of the route which it applied for 
across this viaduct, it had not best extend 
iis Nelson street line into a part of this 
territory on the west side, It does not ob- 
ject to paying for the Mitchell street via- 
duct, but it does object to having ‘dished’ 
out to it routes and conditions which it 
never applied for, and which would be in- 
jurious to the large investments made in 
its other routes throughout the city. 

“The Consolidated company is ready and 
willing to make any important needed ex- 
tension in the city, and to furnish to the 
section the same facilities furnished every 
other section on its routes, but it is not 
willing to make any such extension upon 
terms which jeopardize all of its stock and 
bonded investments. 

“For out company to accept a franchise 
such as the mayor implies, would amount 
to a partial confiscation of the present in- 
vestments of the Consolidated company.

I am giad to see there is some business 
sense in Mr. Woodruff—that he was prophet 
enough to know the mayor would veto the 
Consolidated franchise.

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THE TWENTY-MILE RACE BETWEEN 
Starbuck ane McDuffee last night at the 
coliseum was not the succesg that the 
spectators expected, but it was not due 
entirely to é@ithee one of the contestants. 
It was certainly not McDuffee'’s fault, and 
while Starbuck seems no match for the 
champion, he rode a fairly g20d race con- 
sidering the miserable pace that was 
given him. The thing that ruined what 
might bave been a beautiful race was 
the pace-making. The men who set the 
pace rode hard and looked as if they were 
doing their best, but the fault came in 
the miserable way that they were han- 
dled. It takes. an experienced man with a 
coul head to get the tandems off in the 
proper time. The man who started the 
pace-makers for McDuffee did not seem 
to have any trouble and as he had the 
best men on his tandems they did not have 
any trouble, 

Starbuck not only had the poorest riders, 
but they were not ‘handled properly and 
the consequence wag that it did not take 
many laps for them to get all mixed up. 
There was a great deal of taik on the 
track among the pace-makers and the 
ones managing them, an@ this did not add 
to the interest in the race. 

Some of Starbuck’s pace-makers would 
ride like wild and then others would come 
out and go at a gait that would have 
made a good tight race with an ice wagon, 
Starbuck seemed to lose his head, but 
whether he did that or not he lost his 
pace about the end of the first mile and 
in a short time he had lost a lap. As soon 
as Mcbuffee gained a lap on his rival he 
let up a bit to give his best tandem team, 
the Kraemer brothers, a Fest, 

A feature of the race was the pacing of 
these two riders. In the work last night 
they easily out-classed all the other pace- 
makers. As soon as they had rested up 
a bit they came on the track again and 
went out after another lap. It was not 
long before they had gained it, as the other 
pace-makery, bewildered, did not seem to 
know what to do. McDuffee seemed able 
to gain a lap on his rival any time that 
he wanted it and it was not long before 
he had gained the third lap. This waa 
too much for Starbuck and he unfolded 4 
yellow flag and left the track 

Starbuck may have been a great rider, 
but when it comes to racing McDuffee he is 
ciearly out classed. McDuffee is by all odds 
the most graceful and attractive rider that 
has ever been on the Atlanta track and his 
sprints are wonderful. He cou'd= easily 
have ridden right with Starbuck last night 
unti) they came in the home stretch and 
then beat him out. Jack Prince was very 
much disappointed in the race and said 
afterwards: 

“Of course I did not think that Starbuck 
could beat MecDuffee, for I do not think 
there igs a tan in the world who can do 
that, but I did think that he could put up a 
very good race and I am disappointed). I 
have learned, however, that we cannot run 
a paced race without better pacemakers 
and some one to handle them who wnder- 
stends it better, "hile this race has .not 
been what I tried to make it, I have arace 
in view that will be atl that any one could 
ask and Il am going to take my tme and 
be sure that everything is right before I 
get it on.’ 

Starbuck did not seem to be Worited over 
his defeat or to care one way or the other. 
When asked what he thought of the pace 
he had: “Oh, the pace was fair enough, 
but I cid not care anything abyut 't.””

What the Healer Has To Say. 

Last night a reporter of The Constitution 
called to see Dr. Alma and was invited into 
the healer’s private apartments. at the 
boarding house, No. 8 Walton street. 

The healer looks to be a man of abut 
fifty years of age and he claims to be sev- 
enty, stating that the magnetism with 
which we heals others keeps time from 
thrusting old age upon him. About tne 
death of Miss Hunter he said: 


“I treated her by the laying on of hands 
for five weeks and she died, and let me say 
that she Was the first patient I have ever 
had to die under the treatment. ] suppose 
Miss Hunter died because her time had 
come and she just couldn’t be healed.

Within the circle sur- 
rounding the cloth were the lines of the 
zodiac. 

Thinking this little bit of heavenly 
Spectacular had something to do with the 
doctor's magnetic-divine power the ques- 
tion was asked: 

“What's that for, doctor?’ 

“That's where I Keep the planets in the 
relative positions in the heavens.’’ 

Then he “alked about the earth and the 
record time, and said the astronomers 
were al] mixed up and didn’t know how to 
compute time. Theythad summer getting 
where winter ought to be and spring lin- 
gering in the Jap of autumn.

Editor Constitution—The theory that 
low price of cotton and the high 
of taxation is some justification for making 
false returns of property for taxation is 
not correct. It is not the cotton produc 
ers who are withhvulding their perso nal 
property from the tax receiver, Unfor- 
tunately, they are not the owncrs of cash, 
stocks, bonds, mortgages and other evi- 
dence of debts. All tne property they have 
is visible and appears on the tax books. 
Go to the homes cf these cotton produc- 
crs and you will find, as a rule, thei, 
homes poorly furnished and 2@)] their #1m- 
ily, from the youngest to tne oldest, male 
und female, working in the field making 
cotton to meet their obligations for money 
borrowed at usurious rates of interest and 
for supplies furnished them at enormous 
profit above the cash value, amounting to 
more than 100 per cent per annum. 

I will tell you who it is that are holding 
their property from the tax receiver. 
‘They are the owners of cash, stocks, bonds, 
mortgages and other evidence of debt. 
Those who are withholding their taxes 
from the tax receiver now have been 
doing so for years and would do so new 
were cotton selling at $1 profit ana the 
tax rate half of what it is. I do not know 
how it is in Fulton county, but I do know 
how it is in Spalding. I examined the 
tax receiver’s books of this county a short 
time ago and discovered there were own- 
ers of cash and solvent debts ranging 
from $18,000 to $120,000 whose returns for 
taxes showed than. one-fifih the 
amount. These shylocKs, not satisfied with 
the enormous rate they charge the cot- 
ton producers for supplies, must. rob 
the state, counties and cities out of taxcs 
justly due. One way of getting at these 
tax dOdgers is to require the banks to 
pay tax on their. deposits and they could 
Charge up each depositor with his pro- 
portion of the tax. Another way is to re- 
quire the tax receiver in receiving © re- 
turns to administer the oath required of 
the tax payer, failure to d.oso in any 
case working a forfeiture of all compen. 
sation and another receiver appointed by 
the comptroller to receive their returns, 
and the judge of the supreme court at 
the fal] term be required to~ give special 
charge to the grand jury to diligently in- 
vestigate all tax returns and indict any 
who may be shown to have made false 
returns, 

In conclusion, I wish to say it is hard 
enough for the farmer wiho produces the 
cotton to be forced .to accept the extreme- 
ly low price for this product without be- 
ing charged of withholding his property 
from taxation, because the charge ‘is not 
true.

The present annex is the portion 
building which is to be enlarged. 
annex is in the fear of the building, front- 
ing on the alley running between Fairlie 
and Forsyth streets. The annex, however, 
occupies only about one-third of the space 
and it is the intention to extend it the 
length of the building.

PRICES DECLINE SHARPLY 


Estimated London Sold 50,000 Sha--s 
Which Gave Bears Needed Back- 
ing for Their Success. 


New York, October 24.—The burden of the 
selling of stocks for foreign account, grow- 
ing out of the stringency for money 
“broad and the threatening outlook of the 
juropean political situation, coupied wit nh 
the depressing effect of the supreme court 
Gecision against the legality of the joint 
{raimic association, proved too mucii for the 
stock market to carry and prices of mos! 
of the activg. stocks are between $1 and 32 
~ #hare lower tonight than they were Sat- 
uraay. There was quite an active market 
in the first hour of irading, and a fair voi- 
ume of commission house orders Was exe- 
cuted, which had come in response to the 
encouraging three days’ advance of last 
week. The selling for London account was 
a feature from the start, but prices were 
well sustained in the early dea lings. 
professional traders soon detected evidences 
of realizing on the part of the interests 
which were the large buyers last week, 
and they promptly bid prices down in order 
to take the market away from these. Lon- 
don's liquidation was on a vets large scule, 
salegy for the account being estimated at 
59,000 shares, and gave the bears the needed 
backing for their success. Operations for 
the long account were almost wholly relin- 
quished, and when the joint traffic decision 
was announced the prices crumbled away 
before the attack of the bears without 
much resistance. There was sufliclent cov- 
ering at the close, however, to causé some 
sharp fractional rallies. The principal 
weakness on the joint traffic decision show- 
ed itself rather inconsistently among the 
gTrangers, Rurlington falling an extreme 2%. 
Rock Island 1% and St. Paul 1%. The 
trunk lines, on the other hand, were not 
markedly effected, 
ing the principal effect with a decline 
1%: This is the more remarkable since the 
trunk lines. although the Joint Traffic A-=- 
sociation has had « legal status up to to- 
day, have been admittedly unable to matn- 
tain rates, while the western roads, since 
the Trans-Missour!

Railroad Commission Thinks Sleeping 
Car Company Should Be Regulated. 


BOARD SAYS PUBLIC WANTS IT” 


Demands of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission Heartily Approved.

THE GEORGIA RAILROAD COMMIS- 
sion, in its annuaj report which is now be- 


ing published, asks the legislature to place 
sleeping car companies under the board’s 


yurisdiction. 

The commissioners 
car companies ought to be subject to state 
control just as much as telegraph, ex- 
press and rajiroad companies. They quote 
with apparent approval from an argument 
in favor of a redu.:tion in the charge for 
berths. The inference is that the commis- 
sion considers $2 t»o much for a berth for 
@ part of a night. This is not a new subject 
by any means. Bilis to place sleeping car 
companies under the control of the commis- 
sion have been introduced repeatedly in 
previous legislatures with the result that 
sleeping car passes were to be had by 
legisiators without the asking. 

The state commission requests the sena- 
tors and representatives in congress to sup- 
port any measure designed to increase the 
power of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion with reference to enforcing their or- 
ders. The interstate commerce commission 
has nothing like the power possessed by the 
Georgia railroad commission. The latter 
body can order a road to reduce its rates 
on state traffic and the order is observed 
nine times out of ten. It is true that the 
transportation companies have the right to 
appeal to the courts for an injunction to 
restrain the commission from enforcing 
uny order, but the carriers seidom resort 
to that course. 

A recommendation {s made that the law 
be amended to authorize suits in depot 
cases to be brought in the county where 
depots are proposed to be located. 

Another recommendation is that the law 
be amended to authorize the courts by 
mandamus and mandatory injunction to 
compe] the performance of corporate duties 
and to so enforce compliance with the 


ordefs of the commission. 

The commission also asks fof authority 
“to require the location, construction and 
maintenance of side tracks.” 

Georgia's railroad commission settles a 
great many matters which are of only lo- 
cal interest. Differences of great importance 
to individuals and the carriers are ad- 
justed daily. These are not reviewed in the 
report because they would take up tvo 
much space, Dut it is a well known fact 

Often complaints are made to the com- 
mission about matters not within its juris- 
diction and frequentiy the board succeeds 
in getting the carriers and their patrons 
to agree without litigation. When the com- 
plaints refer to incerstute matters, all the 
board can do is to refer the complainant 
to the interstate commerce commission. 
Sometimes one carrier complains to the 
commission about another carrier. It has 
happened within the past year that the 
commission has been abie to get railroad 
managers to seitie their differences be- 
tween themselves. 

Alj this shows that the Georgia commis- 
sion does a great deal more than try a 
few cases of general interest in the course 
of a year. 

Roads in Good Condition. 

This is the commission's twenty-sixth 
enmual report and never since the board 
was inaugurated have the carriers and the 
people been getting along better in their 
relations with each other. Never before 
have the railroads been in such good phys- 
feal condition. On this point the report 
says: 

“The physica] condition of the railroads 
in Georgia, and espedally that of the 
trunk Lomes, is exce.ient and the service 
good. There have, however, been a few 
complaints made with reference to the 
©«ondition and service of some of the short- 
er lines, originally built as tram or lum- 
ber roads. These complaints have been jn- 
vestigated and direction given for such im- 
provements as seemed necessary to meet 
the requirements of the business,” 

The fact is that the consolidation of smal! 
roads into large systems has given the 
state better railroads and far better ser- 
vice. 4 

The most important ruling made by the 
commission since its jast annual report was 
the one requiring express companies to af- 
fix stamps to receipts. This case was 
heard a few months ago and the decision 
was published in full by The Constitution. 
It will be remembered that the commission 
found that it had no authority to require 
telegraph companies to affix the stamp on 
messages. 

The Forsyth depot case is reviewed in the 
report. in that ease the commission order- 
ed the Central of Georgia to erect a suita- 
ble depot at Forsytm. The company ig- 
nored the order and the attorney general 
instifuted suit in the superior court of 
Monroe county to compel the company to 
obey the commiasion’s ruling. Judge Beck 
sustained the demurrer, but an appeal be 
ing taken to the supreme court of the 
state, the commission won the case and the 
railroad will buiid the station. 

A Street Railway Case. 

A brief review is given of the Columbus 
railway case, wherein the question at bar 
was whether that company was a common 
carrier in the general acceptance of the 
term and therefore subject to the jurisdic- 
tion of the commission. 

“I]t appeared from the evidence submitted 
at the thearing that the genera] assembly 
had chartered the defendant company as 
a street railroad company, for the stated 
purpose Of carrying freight and passen- 
gers, subject to regulation by the mayor 
end city counci] of Columbus; that said 
charter had been renewed by the same 
authority subsequent to the organization 
of the commission, and that the act cre- 
ating the commission in express terms ex- 
cepted ‘street railroads’ from its jurisdic- 
tion. It was therefore held that the char- 
ter act being of force and not in conflict 
with the law creating the commission, said 
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defendant company was subject to the ju- 
risdiction of the municipal authorities of 
Columbus, and not that of the railroad 
commission.’’ 


Tram or Sawmill Roads. 


Frequent complaints are made 
tram or saw-ngill roads. They usually 
have contended that they were not sub- 
ect to the commission's control and regu- 
lation, and touching this subject the board 
has made the following fule: 

“All persons or corporations operating 
railroads within this state for hire, wheth- 
er for passengers or freight (street rail- 
Ways excepted) are, under the laws of 
this state, subject to the jurisdiction of 
this commission. 

‘“Nevertheiess the board has in some in- 
Stances dec.ined to assume jur.sdiction over 
roads of this character where circum- 
stances did not seem to require the oppo- 
Site course. As a general proposition the 
crude and inadequate facilities of these 
roads render the handling of freight and 
passengers unsafe and unsatisfactory, and 
aoe a practice which ought to be discour- 


against 


Storage Charges on Freight. 

A subject of general interest to shippers 
is that of storage charges on freight in 
less than carload quantities. Of this the 
report says: 

“Heretofore, under demurrage rule No. 
10. of this commission, the roads were not 
allowed to charge storage on fre.ght in 
less than carload lots when unloaded into 
depots or warehouses, unless such charges 
were uniformly made at all points on such 
lines. At competitive points, where one 
line made no such charges, its competitor 
was placed at a disadvantage of being 
compelled to waive these charges at all 
points on its lines, or to make the charge 
at the competitive point, in the face of 
competition by the road which chose not 
to do so. After hearing the traffic officials 
of the various roads the commission 
amended the rule by making it inapplica- 
ble to package freight received in less than 
carload lots and unloaded into depots and 
warehouses; and it is believed that this 
change will be promotive of harmony with- 
out injurious effect upon e.ther of the rail- 
roads of the public.” 


As to Interstate Commerce. 

That part of the report which deals with 
the interstate commerce commission will 
be read by railway managers with more 
interest than any other part. It is an em- 
Phatic indorsement of the interstate com- 
merce commission's appea!} for more power. 
That part of the report is as follows: 

“Attention is especially called to the 
neceasity for the enactment of a law which 
w.it enable the interstate commerce com- 
mission to effectually regulate interstate 
rates. To illustrate this necessity we quote 
an example cited jin our last report: 

“*In October, 1891, and In January, 1892, 
the commission filed in the office of the 
interstate commerce commission comp. aints 
against several of the leading railroads ‘in 
Georg.a and their connections, for viola- 
tions of the fourth section of the act to 
regulate comme.ce, known as the “iong and 
short haul clause’ of said act. The com- 
Pilaints were that the roads charged a 
greater rate for a shorter distance than 
for the longer, the shoster distance being 
included in the jonger. For instance, on a 
shipment of freight of first-class from Cin- 
cinnati to Acworth, on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, the rate. was $1.24 per 
hundred pounds, while a similar shipment 
wou.d be carried over the same route, in 
the same car, to Atlanta, thirty-five miles 
further, for $1.07 per hundred pounds. 

“The interstate commerce commission 
heard these cases, and on November ll, 
1892, decided them in favor of this commis- 
sion and directed the defendants to cease 
and desist from charging a greater rate 
for shorter distance than for the longer. 
Upon the refusal of the roads to obey these 
orders, suits were filed by the interstate 
commerce commission in the United States 
district courts jn Atlanta and Savannah 
to compe] obedience.’ 

“There were seven of these cases Lrought 
by this commission, five of which have been 
decided in its favor by the interstate com- 
merce commission. That commission, in 
seeking to enforce its orders, filed two 
bills in the Un:.ted States district court at 
Savannah, and three at Atlanta; one of 
the latter being against the Western and 
Atlantic railroad and connections, from 
which the above example wag ettcd. On 
June 15. 1898, this case (which was allowed 
to contro] the other two) was «ecided ad- 
versely to the plaintiff. 

“The case was decided upon an interpre- 
tation of the fourth secuon of the inter- 
state commerce law, which provides: 

“‘That it shall be unlawful for any com- 
mon carrier subject to the provisions of 
this act to charge or receive any greater 
corpensation in the aggregate for the 
trensportation of passengers or of | ke kind 
of property, under substantia.ly similar clr- 
cumstances and conditions, fer a shorter 
than for a longer distance over the same 
jJne, in the same direction, the shorter be- 
ing included with.n the longer distance, 
etc. 

“The court, following the decision of the 
supreme court of the United States in the 
case of Interstate Commerce Commission 
Vs. Alabama Midland Railway Company, 
held that competition among the several 
trersportation I] nes converging at Atlanta 
created circumstances and conditions not 
substantial_y similar to these which obtain- 
ed at Cartersville, Acworth, Marietta and 
other points named on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, and that consequently 
that road, in charg ng greater rates for the 
shorter distances to such points than to 
Atlanta. had not violated the section re- 
ferred to. , 

“I’'nder the constructions placed upon it 
by the courts the interstate commerce law 
evidently fails to accomp.ish the purpose 
for which it was designed, namely the 
regulation of interstate rates so as to S€- 
cure relatively to interstate traffic, even 
justice to all shippers and to prevent ex- 
tortion by the ratlroads. his has been 
fully demonstrated in the cases above re- 
ferred to. While an appeal has been taken 
by the interstate commerce commission, the 
decision of the supreme court of the Un'ted 
States in the Alabama Midland case seems 
to have fixed a precedent under which all 
attempts to give the smaller towns eqult- 
able rates wil] be futtlle. 

“This commission has used its utmost en- 
deavors to protect the people at local points 
in Georg a against unjust interstate rates. 
It has made numerous cases before the in- 
terstate commerce commission, most of 
which that body decided favorably to it. It 
co-cperated as far possible in pressing 
suits in the federal courts to have those 
findings enforced. And since these the tests 
‘n those courts have proven the interstate 
commerce law totally ineffectual, we feel 
it our duty to plainly state thatefact ana 
to say that in our opinion there is and can 
be no adequate relief for the peopte from 
the unjust burdens enforced upon them in 
many instances by excessive, unequal and 
partial interstate rates until the powers of 
the interstate commerce commission are 
strengthened. The courts have decreed that 
the act gives the commission no authority 
to make rates and its orders and sugges- 
tions in regard to the rates.made by the 
railroads, being advisory merely, are of no 
avail. In our judgment there can be no 
hope for an improvement in this respect 
until the interstate commerce commizsion 
is clothed with plenary powers to fix and 
prescribe maximum rates on interstate 
traffic and to make rules governing the 
eame. Ite findings should be fina!, and its 
tariff’ <heets shou'd be deemed sufficient 
evidence in the courts that the rates fixed 
were just and reasonab’@ Suitable penal- 
t'es should be prov ded for al) failures and 
refusals by railroads to comply with such 
rates, ru‘es and regulations, and adequate 
legal machinerv created to insure the 
speedy enforcement of the same, so that 
when any rate or practice should be found 
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“Holding these views, we most earnestly 
recommend that the general assembly re- 
quest the representatives and ‘natruct the 
senators from this state to make a concert- 
ed effort and to use every possible endeavor 
to secure congressional legis‘ation on the 
Ines indicated above. As we have said, 
thete is no relief for those who are suffer- 
ine from these uniust diserim’nations and 
carmot be until ample power conferred 
upon the interstate cammerce comm ssion 
by a atatute framed in such clear and un- 
m‘stakahle terms that there can be no mis- 
irterprefation of its meaning or evasion of 
its prov'sters.”’ 

Sleeping Car Rates. 

‘There is at present no provision for the 
regulation of the rates charged for eleep- 
ing car accommodations in Georgia. The 
commission is of the opinion that a pubtic 
service of this character, so closely identi- 
fied with railroad transportation as sleeping 
ear service is, should likewise be subject 
to similar control a6 applies to railroads. 

“We therefore recommend that the gen- 
eral assembly enact a statute authorizing 
the commission to prescribe rates, rules 
and regulations for the government of cor- 
porations owning or operating s.eeping cars 
in this state in the same manner as they 
are new by law authcrized to do with re- 


t 
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eard to railroad, express and telegraph 
companies, 

“This recommendativr is made not only 
because of its inherent propriety, but be- 
cause it has been repeatedly suggested to 
this commission by numerous citizens of 
the state, who, constituting a part of the 
great traveling public, have an interest im- 
mediately involved. We will not enter upon 
any extended discussion of this subject, 
but will content ourselves with presenting 
for the consideration of your excellency 
an extract from a letter addressed to the 
commission, which seems to state the rea- 
sons which led the general public to the 
belief that the rates of sleeping car com- 
panies, like other transportation companies, 
should be made subject to the control of the 
commission: 

“*l eall your attention to the published 
statement of the Pullman Car Company in 
press dispatches of July 2, 1888. The com- 
pany seems to have declared a quarterly 
dividend of $2 per share and a special div- 
idend of $20, and provided that the regular 
dividends hereafter should be 6 per cent. 
They recommend that the surplus asseis 
to the extent of $18,000,000 should be dis- 
tributed to the stockholders, by increasing 
the stock to $4,000,000, and that the stock 
shall be issued to the shareholders in pro- 
pos of one share for each two shares 
1€1a,. . 

“ “The sleeping cars are the only institu- 
tion that I recall that have maintained 
the rights (rate?) of $2 per berth since the 
war, and notwithstanding the appreciation 
of the yalue of currency and the large re- 
dvetion in the prices of almost everything 
else, and notwithstanding the enormous it.- 
crease of travel, whereby sleepers that for- 
merly carried five or six passengers are now 
on the principal trunk lines almost univere 
Sally crowded, yet the price is still $2. 

“ "There can be no question but what the 
company has made millions of dollars, and 
it would seem, in the interest of the genera] 
public, that it was time that such legis:a- 
tion was being enacted as would at least 
force the company to give the suffering 
Public the benefit of some reduction in 
what is considered a very enormous charge, 

“*The fare from Augusta to New York 
is about $21, and the sleeper over one-fourth 
of that amount. 

“*T trust that In the interest of the people 
you will take the matter under advisement 
and suggest and endeavor to have passed 
Such legislation as will afford at least a 
measure of relief to the traveling public.’ 

Mandamus as a Remedy. 

“In the present state of the law it seems 
that the only remedy afforded against 
carriers refusing to conform: to the rules 
and orders of the commission is to be 
found in the institution of suits to recover 
the statutory penalties imposed in such 
cases; and we are of the opinion that this 
is a manifestly inadequate provision. 
Many of such orders involve matters of 
the greatest concern to individuals ag well 
as to the public, a specific performance 
of them being indispensable to the enjoy- 
ment of their ful) rights under the law. 
The recovery of a penaity might trave the 
effect of .preventing a repetition of the 
wrong, but it neither compensates for past 
injuries nor gives assurance against a rep- 
etition of the wrong. 

“A few illustrations will suffice to dem- 
onstrate the propriety of so changing the 
law as to enable the courts, either by 
mandamus or mandatory injunction, in a 
summary way to compel carriers to spe- 
cifically perform duties which they as- 
sume, or which are imposed upon them 
by law. For instance, the public con- 
venience or comfort might require the 
construction at a given point of a depot 
building Which would cost many thousand 
dollars. This commission orders its eree- 
tion. The company against which the or- 
der is made declines to comply. Suit is 
instituted. The extreme limit of the re- 
covery is five thousand doilars. It might 
be cheaper to the company ‘to litigate, even 
if eventually compelled to pay the penalty, 
than to comply with the order; and even 
at the end of the litigation the public would 
be no nearer getting the depot than when 
the proceeding was commenced. A judg- 
ment imposing the penalty would not en- 
join upon the company the duty of build- 
ing the depot. 

“Again: A manufacturer erects a plant 
alongside a line of railroad. Under a con- 
tract with the company a siding is put in 
for his convenience. A disagreement arises 
between the two. The company removes 
its siding or refuses to run its cars thereon 
for hauling the products ®f the manu- 
facturer. Under the present law his only 
remedy is by suit for damages; and even 
if he ultimately recovers, the continuing 
injury to ‘his business will in the mean- 
time have crushed his enterprise and de- 
stroyed his trade. Practically he is remedi- 
less, 

“The two illustrations cited are strong 
cases. They are not likely to, but may, 
arise.. They -are stated for the purpose of 
emphasiz:ng the ,.necessity for an improve- 
ment in the remedial process afforded by 
existing laws, In the one cas® mandamus, 
in the other mandatory injunction, would 
afford a reasonable, just and adequate 
remedy. 

“The prompt and summary enforcement 
of the orders made by this commission 
will be found to afford to the general 
pubsic, as well as to individuals, the best 
protection against the practice which the 
commission was designed to prevent. And 
we, therefore, recommend that for the en- 
forcement of all orders made by it in the 
exercise of its lawful powers, this com- 
mission be authorized to institute § suit, 
either by mandamus or injunction, manda- 
tory or preventive, in the superior court 
where the duty enjoined by such order 
is to be performed, or where the act to be 
restrained is being committed, and that 
service thereof be perfected as in other 
suite for tort or breach of contract, against 


the company. 
Sidetracks. 


“A fruitful source of complaint from the 
public, and particularly those engaged in 
the establishment and operation of indus- 
trial enterprises, has been the subject of 
sidetracks. The lceation and proper main- 
tenance of sidetracks shou) be sublect 
to the control of this commission, to the 
end that controversies respecting that sub- 
jyect might be speedily settled, and in such 
a way as not to impede the building of 
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Your Gun”’

“in conclusion, we are gratified to re- 
port that during the past year the regu- 
lations of the commission reiative to traf- 
fic have been observed and enforced witn 
reasonable prompthess, and that the fe- 
lations between the railroads and the pub- 
lic seem to be more harmonious than here- 
tofore. Gradually a better feeling between 
tne roads and their patroas is. becoming 
manifest. -This we be deve is largely due 
to the enforcement of reasonable rates 
and uniform rules througuout the state, 
by which afbitrary acts and unjust dis- 
criminations, and the consequent strife and 
discord, are prevented, 

“Tt has been the purpose of this com- 
mission to stand upon the middle ground 
between the great carrier companies of 
the state and the general public. It has 
endeavored to administer the law fairly 
and justly. Where it hag found abusés it 
has corrected them. When the carriers 
have given to the public a proper and 
faithful service, it has commended them. 
It has preeceeced upon the principle that 
the .conservative course was the wiser. 
It has recognized the fact that’a rate 
which was t0o high was 4n imposition upon 
the public, and the further fact that too 
low a rate would cripple and render in- 
efficient the service to the public. 

“Notwithstanding its broad powers, it 
recognizes that the best results are to be 
obtained by such an administration of: its 
authority as that both, the raflroads and 
the people would feel at Mberty at all 
times to appeal to it for the enforcement 
of right and the redress of Wrong, with 
the c<onfident assurance that every com- 
plaint made would be patiently heard and 
then settled with a due regard to the 
legal rights of al] those coneerned.

ATLANTA’S TROOPS 
MAY BE DELAYED 


Brigade To Break Camp at Knoxville 
and Regiments Come One at a Time. 


GENERAL SNYDER IS DETAINED 


Brigade Commander, Now at Lexine- 
ton, Ky., May Leave Today. 


NO CAMP SITE HAS BEEN SELECTED YET 


Adjt. Gen. Hall Notified That Selection 
of Camp in This City Will Be 
Left to Gen. Snyder. 
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aa Atlanta’s quota of troops may not 
@ arrive in the city from Knoxville 
* before sOme time next week. 2 
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THE FIRST REGIMENT OF THE 
brigade now stationed at Camp Poland, 
which has been ordered to Atlanta for 
encampment, may not arrive this week, 
though information has the de- 
partment of the gulf that no change will 
be” made in the orders that were 
from the war department some 
ago. 

Where the troops will be placed in this 
city is still a matter of conjecture, since 
the choice of a camp has been left 
entirely to the discretion of General Simon 
Snyder, but it is understvood that he will 
select one of the two places in this vi- 
cinlty inspected by General Schwan. 

The bellef at the department of the gulf 
among the officials of the tovernment fs 
that Piedmont park will be the camp 
for the reason that there the troops will 
have the opportunity of quartering in the 
buildings, where it will be more comforta- 
ble than in tents, 

Several packages of mail matter for 
General Snyder have been received at the 
department of the gulf and have been held 
fur several days waiting his arrival in 
this city. The probability is that. Gen- 
eral Snyder will come to Atlanta in the 
next day or two in order to choose his 
cammp site befure the arrival of the frs: 
troops and hasty preparation will have 
to be made in order to get the 
proper condition for tue men. 

The brigade commanders to be stationed 
at other points in Georgia and Alabama 
have arrived at their stations and are 
engaged at present in picking out the 
camps for their men. General Pennington, 
to whom General Snyder will report upon 
arriving in this city, has been looking 
for him for the past week and the con- 
tinued absence of General Snyder has ex- 
cited some comment not only in the city, 
but at the department of the gulf. 

One of the orders issued by the war de- 
partment at the time of the reorganiza- 
tion of the volunteer army and the as- 
signment of the brigade for winter quarters 
was that the brigade commanders should 
select their camps and have evertything 
in readiness before the troops left their 
present camps. The first movement be- 
Zins on the 2th of this month and still 
no officers huve come to select the camp 
for the three regiments designed for At- 
lanta. 

Adjutant General Hall, of.the depart- 
ment of the gulf, some days ago wired the 
War department to know which of the 
camp sites inspected at this place would 
be accepted by the government and the 
answer came back that no choice had been 
made and that the selection would be left 
entirely to General Snyder. 

Nothing can be done by the quartermaster 
of the department of the gulf toward re- 
pairing any camp site until after the com- 
ing of General Snyder. 

Troops May Be Delayed. 

The continued absence of inspecting of- 
ficers may necessitate a delay in the move- 
Trent of troops to this city, since the orders 
of the war department require 
that no men be placed in any c¢ mp until 
after every sanitary precaution has been 
taken at the site. 

Two weeks would probably be required 
to put the buildings at Piedmont park in 
proper shape, as the board of inspection 
under General Schwan recommended that 
the place be accepted for the accommoda- 
tion Of 5,000 men provided certain improve- 
ments were made in the buiidings and 
Grounds, which would change the place as 
it stands at present 

It was learned at the department of the 
gulf that sume weeks ago General Snyder 
went to Lexington, Ky., on a leave of ab- 
and it is believed that this is the 
reason of the delay 1n the selection of the 
camp site in this city.
